CHAPTER TWO

“Little is much when God is 
in it” is a true statement, and 
there is much in this little text 
of two words “so loved” because 
God is in it. This is God’s love. 


This text does not say that the 
Father so loved, but that God so 
loved, bringing to us the great, 
grand, and glorious fact that our 
salvation is the result of the love 
of our Triune God. Our salvation 
is divinely purposed by the lov- 
ing Father, divinely prepared by 
the loving Son, divinely imparted 
by the loving Spirit. It was 
wrought out by the Father who 
is love; it was wrought for us by 
the Son who is love; it is wrought 
in us by the Spirit who is love. 


“So Loved” Beggars 
Description 
What is love? It is a mystery, 
to be sure. It absolutely cannot 


be defined. Words can no more de- 
fine love than they can depict 
God, If you tried to analyze love, 
where would you get? People talk 
about being in love, but what do 
they mean? The dictionary does 
not help much. It gives a great 
many definitions, but most of 
them mean no more than the 
young man’s definition which stat- 
ed that it was a “tickle under the 
fifth rib.” 


We give several statements 
from the dictionary, although we 
are sure they will still leave you 
in the dark. “To have a feeling of 
affection or regard for; be strong- 
ly attached to or attracted to- 
ward; hold dear; as, to love home 
or friends; to love life.” “To take 
pleasure or delight in; hence have 
great partiality, appetite, or lik-

When you build a house, be sure you make it safe. You 
are not to build a house upon the sand, but on the rock. Have 
a good foundation. Jesus said that. Have a good foundation 


for your home. 


But God is talking about something else in this text. 


He takes the foundation for granted. Then He says, 
you build your house, be sure to fix a battlement around your | 
roof so nobody will fall off and get hurt. If anybody does fall | 


off and get hurt, you will be to blame if you don’t put up that 


battlement.’ 


Blood on the House Where 
Any Fall 


If my child goes to Hell, I 
don't want to be to blame. If 
some of my loved ones go, I don't 
want to be to blame. It is my 
business to take the blood of my 
loved ones off of my hands and 
throw it back on them. When you 
build a new house, protect the 
folks who are there. Did you ever 
stop to think about a little baby 
that comes into this world—-the 
most helpless creature on earth? 
More helpless than a calf, a hog, 
a dog, or a cat. The most helpless 
creature in this world is a baby. 
A baby would starve and die if 
it came into this world and didn't 
get anything to eat. It can’t craw! 


to get something to eat, can't 
find food—a little helpless crea- 
ture born into this world. He 
wasn't responsible for coming 
here. Nobody asked him if he 
could come. Nobody said, “We 
want you to come.” He just came 
on. He didn’t ask about it. He just 


came on. And God Almighty said, 
“You take care of him.” 


I might stop here a minute and 
say this is a text which limits 
what people call personal liberty. 
You say, “I have a right to live 
my own life!’ No, you haven't if 
you interfere with how I live 
mine. I walk down the street to- 
night and find a man walking 
around swinging his arms. I say, 
“What are you doing?” 


He says, “I am exercising my 
personal liberty. This is my arm 
I'll do with it what I please. It is 
none of your business.” But he 
keeps swinging until he hits my 
nose. 

I say, “Wait a minute, buddy. 
Your personal liberty ends where 
my nose begins. You have a right 
to go out and swing your arm a- 
round, but you. have no right to 
do anything on this earth that is 
liable to hurt somebody else.”’ 


You say, “Can’t I take a drink 
of liquor?” No. You hurt me by 
drinking. 

On the plane yesterday a fellow 
blew cigarette smoke in my face. 
He just kept puffing it in my face. 
I am not too sensitive but I 
thought, now that guy has no 
right to do that. It makes me sick. 
He has no right to do it. Yet I 
know mothers in this country who 
drop cigarette ashes in the face of 
little babies, and feed them on 
nicotine when the little ones get 
their dinner. You haven't anv 
right to do anything on this 
earth that might even hurt some- 
body. 


“Haven't I a right to drink liq- 
uor?” Not and run a car down 
the road and kil! somebody. This 
takes a blow at personal liberty. 

God has a will about the kind 
of house you build. God has a 
will about what you pay for it. 
Yes, God has a will. Did you know 
God has a will about everything 
you do? God has a will about how

EDITOR'S Notes

Dr. Fred Jarvis, missionary of 
The Evangelical Alliance Mission, 
is greatly concerned about The 
Sword of the Lord missionary 
literature in Japan. We have a- 
greed with Dr. Jarvis to help raise 
money for three things. 

1. To help subsidize a Japan 
edition of THe SworD OF THE LORD 
each month, It does for Japanese 
preachers and Christians what 
THe SworpD OF THE. LorD in Eng- 
lish does for so many. At least 
$3,000 a year ought to be used in 
this matter, I think, for a mini- 
mum, and it would do tremendous 
good as it is administered by Dr. 
Jarvis and the New Life League 
with Missionary Kenny Joseph as 
missionary editor and Nev. Isamu 
Yoneda, a spiritual, earnest pas- 
tor as Japanese editor. 

2. Brother Jarvis and I last 
summer established an evangel- 
istic fund of about $1,000. Manv 
native pastors got stirred up to 
hold revival services and win 
souls. The New Life League led 
by Dr. Jarvis and The Evangel- 
ical Alliance Mission has provided 
about twenty-four tents for re- 
vival services. This evangelistic 
fund provides simply transporta- 
tion, advertising, and incidental ex- 
penses for pastors who give their 
time free for revival campaigns 
in needy places away from their 
own churches. The work is care- 
fully administered by committees 
of local pastors, and this fund is 
greatly needed. Now more money 
is needed in this fund. This small 
amount of money does a great 
deal of gooa. 

3. National Japanese -pastors to 
whom :I preached for a week ask- 


ed that I plan to come back to 


Japan in 1959, the 100th anni- 
versary of the beginning of mis- 
sion work in Japan. I am to speak 
in major cities. The plans were 
set afoot to try to win 100,000 


Japanese people to Christ in the 


three years, 1957, 1958, and 1959. 


They asked me to raise money 


for three million more copies of 
the booklet, “What Must I Do to 
Be Saved?” Already we have pro- 
vided in Japanese 3,500,000 copies 
of this booklet. Another million 


copies are needed right away and 
will cost, we estimate, not lesg 
than $3,000. But the need is al. 
ready urgent. More than a million 
copies of the booklet were used 
within the last year. The pamph« 
let is known and greatly desired 
among many missionaries and na« 
tional pastors. The machinery ig 
set up for distribution where thig 
literature is greatly needed. 

For the above purposes we need 
about $5,000 right away, and a 
similar additional amount in a@ 
few months more. If you want ta 
help in this matter, you may send 
gifts to The Sword of the Lord 
specifying that they are to go for 
Japanese literature and evangel« 
ism. All the money will be handled 
through Dr. Jarvis and The Evan<« 
gelical Alliance Mission, aceording 
to plans agreed upon with thig 
editor. May God give us grace ta 
enter these open doors and to win 
thousands. This is an honest mis« 
sionary effort. Make checks ta

Although we could not on TV 
gee many standing to receive and 
confess Christ, Billy said, and we 
believe, there were hundreds who 
stood to take Christ as Saviour, 
or who, already standing, held 
their hands to say they would 
then and there receive Christ as 
Saviour. 


We wish to devoutly and earn- 
estly thank God for the blessings 
of the service and of the New 
Yerk Crusade. There were some 
great blessings and in them we 
rejoice. 

Already THE SworpD OF THE LORD 
readers know that we think it 
Was unscriptural to have the New 
York Crusade sponsored by the 
Protestant Council, and to have 
notorious modernists on the gener- 
al committee and one or more on 
the executive committee. We 
think it was a yoke with unbe- 
lievers forbidden in II Corinthi- 
ans 6:14-18. We think it was 
bidding Godspeed to and being 
partaker of the evil deeds of those 
who do not abide in the doctrine 
of Christ, forbidden in II John 
7-11. We believe it was having 
fellowship with the unfruitful 
works of darkness, instead of re- 
proving them as we are command- 
ed in Ephesians 5:11.

That is the 
way it was when multitudes 
heard Jesus preach. That is the 
way it was when multitudes at- 
tended the mass revival led by 
John the Baptist in the wilder- 
ness of Judea, baptizing the con- 
verts in Jordan.

Jones or Bilky Sunday or D. L. 
Moody preaching, we still rejoice 
that the Gospel was preached and 
that tremendous multitudes heard 
it. That ought to make it easier 
for people to talk about Jesus to 
a sinner. That ought to make it 
easier to get the Gospel into the 
newspapers. 

3. We rejoice in the TV cover- 


'age of the campaign. To be sure, 


there are some things lacking, 
but for America to hear the Gos- 
pl is a good thing. For America 
to have an earnest appeal to turn 
from sin to God and trust Him as 
Saviour is good. I am glad the 
TV audience heard the Gospel, and 
I trust and pray that many who 
have heard the Gospel before were 
led by the Spirit of God to turn 
to Christ honestly in their hearts.

I will be sorry 
about every modernist who is in- 
vited to sit on the platform as 
a Christian brother. I will be sor- 
ry for every convert sent to a 
modernistic or liberal church. I 
will be sorry if any man who is 
not true to Christ is called on to 
lead in prayer. But I will rejoice 
that the Gospel is preached. I 
would not stop the preaching of 
the Gospel if I could.

The Liquor

The most common argument of- 
fered in justification of legalizing 
the manufacture and sale of al- 
coholic beverages is to get the 
revenue. 

Every farmer knows that the 
money he receives for the sale of 
his cattle, poultry and farm pro- 
ducts is not all profit. Before 
he can talk of profits he must de- 
duct expenses incurred in operat- 
ing the farm. 

Every store operator knows that 
the money he rings up in his cash 
register does not represent profit. 
He too must deduct expenses in- 
curred by the operation of the 
business. 

And in this liquor tax transac- 
tion by the government there is 
a debit side as well as a credit 
side. If a man drinks and becomes 
worthless, can’t hold a job, turns 
out to be a bum, and the commun- 
ity or state or federal relief agen- 
cy has to step in and take care 
of children left destitute by that 
liquor-wrecked father, then the 
cost of caring for those depend- 
ents constitutes a debit side of 
the liquor tax budget and must 
be charged against the liquor rev- 
enues before a profit can be real- 
ized. 

If a man because of drinking 
commits some tragic crime that 
costs the state or federal govern- 
ment 25 or 30 thousand dollars, 
as is often the case, then the cost 
of that crime must be deducted 
from the liquor taxes before a 
profit can be realized. 

If a drinker, as a result of his 
drinking, is unable to work, is less 
efficient, or causes an accident in 
the plant where he works, then 
the resultant loss must be deduct- 
ed before tax profits can be real- 
ized. 

If, as a result of his drinking, 
a driver wrecks his and other peo- 
ple’s cars and kills people, the 
cost of that accident must be de- 
ducted before any profit can be 
claimed from the sale of liquor 
and the taxes computed. 

Liquor taxes, federal, state and 
local, average about three and a 
half billion dollars = annually. 
Crime costs the nation 20 billions 
annually and at least one-fourth is 
caused by the flow of liquor. That 
alone wipes out any tax profit. 

Liguor-involved traffic slaugh+ 
ter kills 10,000 annually, wounds 
another 300,000 and causes proper-

ty damage and lability losses in 
excess of one and a quarter bil- 
lion dollars. Aicoholism in indus- 
try causes over a billion dollars 
in industrial losses each year. 

In 1943 Massachusetts officials 
appointed a special committee to 
make a survey of the liquor situ- 
ation in that state. They spent 
two years and filed their report in 
1945. It is a matter of record. 
The committee found that the 
flow of liquor through Massachu- 
setts produced for the state some 
13 million dollars in liquor tax 
revenues. But that same flow of 


liguor produced a 60 million dol- 
lar financial Joss and burden upon 
the state in the form of crime, 
traffic accidents, hospital cases 
and dependent families caused by 
drink. In other words, it costs the 
state 60 million to take in 13 
million, 

* Pontiac;-Michigan, had a similar 
committee survey of the liquor 
situation in that city. They found 
that while it produced some 17 
thousand dollars annually for the 
city in the form of license fees 
and liquor revenues it caused a 
burden of 250 thousand dollars to 
take care of the hospital cases, 
traffic accidents, crime and de 
pendent families. Not a very pro- 
fitable operation for the people 
of that city. 

On August 2, 1950, at the Loma 
Linda Conference on Alcoholism, 
the State Public Health Director 
of California, Mr. W. L. Halver-

This is a message to parents. We | 


read in the Bible a parable about! 
a farmer who sowed some wheat! 
in his field. This farmer was not| 
a suspicious type person. He fig-| 
ured he had good neighbors and | 
everything was all right; so he! 
went home and went to bed and | 
went to sleep. While he was asleep, | 
his enemy went into his field and| 
sowed some tares. Now, if this) 
farmer had been on guard or had 
had somebody on guard, the enemy 
could not have sowed the tares. 
Here is the point we have in mind. 
Schools, colleges, and universities 
all over America were founded by 
Christian people. Many of God’s 
saints made sacrificial gifts to 
build these schools. These saints 
were not suspicious. They just 
figured that people were honest 
and that the schools in which they 
had invested their money would be 
kept faithful to God. But you 
know, my friends, I have found 
more people whose faith has been 
shattered in schools that were 
built with Christian money and 


later became modernistic than I 
have found in state universities. 

I would like to suggest to you 
that before you send your son o1 
daughter off to any educational in- 
stitution that you first investigate 
carefully. Do not take any chances. 
There is no diploma from any col- 
lege or university that can ever 
be a substitute for real, simple, 
Christian faith. Find out if any 
teachers in the school to which 
you plan to send your child believe 
in the theory of evolution, Will 
the teachers to which you plan 
to send your child tell him that| 
the Bible is the Word of God, or | 
will they tell him that it just 
contains or:‘may contain the Word 
of God?- Will any of the teachers 
say that fundamentalism is passe? 
Will they say that no intelligent 
person believes in the old-time re- 
ligion that our forefathers be- 
lieved? Will they tell your child 
that he does not have to believe 
in the virgin birth and that there 
is no virtue in the blood which 
Jesus Christ shed on the cross? 
Will they teach your child that 
Jesus did not really rise bodily 
from the dead? Will any of the 
teachers use the method that the 
Devil used in the Garden of Eden 
when he raised a question about 
what God has said? Will the 
school to which you are planning 
to send your child send him home 
to you with his faith shattered 
and-maybe with his whole philos- 
ophy of life changed? This is no 
idle question. It is an important 
question.

In College Revival 


While I was in college, a re- 
markable revival occurred after 
much prayer.

It wasn't 
your fault, because you set a good 
example. The things you taught 
have brought forth fruit in due 
season, but for a time it seemed 
they had fallen on fallow ground. 
Although I later went “forward” 
and made a profession of faith, I 
was not born again. All I had was 
“churchianity.” Old things had 
not passed away and ALL things 
had not become NEW (II Cor. 5: 
17). 


Then I drifted away from Sun- 
day School and church and got 
into deep sin. Many times your 
words and teachings would come 
back to me, but I would brush 
them aside end go on with the 
Devil and ertjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season. 


I did things on Main Street 
that I am ashamed of now. You 
knew that gang that I ran around 
with at the tavern_near your 
home, I was living a life of lying, 
stealing, cheating in the carnival, 
drinking, profanity, and immoral- 
ity. I ran the gauntlet of sin. I 
learned that the Devil is a hard 
taskmaster. But through it all 
your fervent prayers followed me. 
Someday I will learn how much 
you prayed for me. Someday I 
will really know the value of your 
tears. The effectual fervent pray- 
ers of a righteous man availeth 
much (James 5:16). 


My Efforts to Get Saved 


Then the pangs of Hell got hold 
of me, and I.started to reap until 
I was at the point of committing 
suicide. Your words, and the 
verse, John 3:16, came back to 
me. Also a tract that a little old 
lady gave me one time, when I 
was coming out of a theatre, con-

victed me. I read the words, “BY 
THE GRACE OF GOD IM 
[THROUGH WITH SIN-—say it.” 
[ did, and falling to my knees, in 
my bedroom, a miserable sinner, 
anchored and shackled to the gut- 
ter by sin and vice and shameful 
habits, not fit to live and not 
ready to die, I asked the Lord 
to help me and to heal my mind 
ind my body. I was desperate. 
hen 1 went back to church. 


Brother Burns, I'll never forget 
the first time I went back to 
church after living in sin. You 
were teaching the young men’s 
class then. You acted like you 
were looking for me to return— 
you didn’t look surprised. Oh, 
thank you, dear teacher, for not 
only agonizing prayer, and con- 
sistent prayer, but for BELIEV- 
ING PRAYER. 

You asked me to read from the 
Bible that day. I couldn't read, 
I was miserable .. . the words all 
ran together .. I hurried over 
some and skipped over the rest. 
It was in the front room of the 
parsonage, do you remember? You 
were kind. Others treated me like 
a leper and were cool toward me, 
but you put your arms around me 
and let me know you loved me. 

One night in prayer meeting, 
the pastor said something about 
living close to Jesus. I moved up 
close to you and you drew me to 
yourself. It was so comforting. 
I was so confused .. . so miserable 
inside .. . the storm was raging. I 
said, “Mr. Burns, I want to be 
closer to Him.” You replied, “Just 
trust Him, Bobby, just trust Him.” 
We went on to sing, “The Lily 
of the Valley.” I shall never forget 
it. 

One Sunday the pastor said, on 
the invitation, “Are you a Chris- 
tian, or are you just supposing?” 
I was just “supposing,” so I went 
forward again. You put your big 
arm around me and soaked your 
handkerchief with your tears. I 
wasn’t saved that day, although 
I went away feeling better. I tried 
to read my Bible every day. I 
tried to pray, to win souls, to work 
for the Lord.

Then a new pastor came to the 
church, Rev. Dallas Kilmer. One 
Sunday morning he preached on 
Ephesians 2:8, 9, “For by grace 
are ye saved through faith: and 
that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God; not of works lest any 
man should boast.” In the course 
of his message, he said, “You've 


got to go back to Calvary, back 
where the work was finished.” 
I was absorbing some terrific

Saved, Not of Works But 
Wholly of Grace 

Do you remember how I ar- 
gued with you at the close of 
the service? I said, “The Bible 
says, ‘Faith without works is 
dead.’”” You were kind and told 
me salvation was all of GRACE, 
plus nothing. Your words were 
Spirit-Directed; they clinched the 
nail that had already been ham- 
mered in. I went home that day 
with a troubled heart. The mes- 
sage kept ringing in my ears and 
kept probing and pounding my 
heart. “For by grace are ye sav- 
ed through faith: and that not 
of yourselves; it is the gift of 
God: not of works lest any man 
should boast.” 

Here I was trying to get to 
Heaven—by reading my Bible, by 
praying, by trying to win souls, 
by giving. by doing the best that 
I could.

And, oh, 
I could see it now! “HE |Christ| 
was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, He was bruised for our in- 
iquities (Isa. 53:5). I could see it, 
“Christ died for our sins... He 
was buried, and He arose again” 
(I Cor. 15:1, 3, 4). I could see it; 
THE WORK WAS FINISHED, 
DONE, SETTLED, COMPLETE!! 
JESUS PAID IT ALL!!! Brother 
Burns, that day John 3:16 was 
made rea] to me. I saw HIM dy- 
ing for all my sins, I saw that HE 
was the ONLY ONE.

A Non-Profit Missionary 
Enterprise 

Unlike most other Christian 
magazines, THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp is not privately owned, nor 
the organ of some Christian 
school or other large corporation 
or institution. The Sword of the 
Lord Foundation is a non-profit 
corporation chartered under the 
laws of the State of Lllinois as of 
January 1, 1947. That means that 
not a building we use, not a desk, 
not a typewriter, not a stock of 
books, not even the good will 
or the subscription list of THE 
SworD OF THE LorD belongs to 
any private individual. The cdi- 
tor and his wife signed away all 
rights to the property. It can nev- 
er be restored to us. We can re- 
ceive no profit from it. This non- 
profit status is legally guaran- 
teed by the State of Illinois and 
is recognized by the federal gov- 
ernment. 


The editor has never received 
any salary from THE SWoRD OF 
THE Lorp. When The Sword was 
publishing the editor’s books, the 
royalty did not even come to him. 
This editor lives on the freewill 
offerings of God’s people. He has 
more invitations, of course, than 
he can fill, and God’s good people 
take care of our modest needs. 


THE Sworp is not the adjunct 
of some Christian school or mis- 
sion society. It is not primarily 
concerned with the support of 
some institution, with deficit made 
up from the funds of some institu- 
tion. In other words, THE SWORD 
OF THE LORD is a missionary enter- 
prise, wholly given over to the 
causes of New Testament Chris- 
tianity.

Denominational magazines are 
often subsidized by the denomina- 
tion, subscriptions are secured en 
masse through church budgets. Or 
good, sound, independent Chris- 
tian magazines are supported by 
the alumni of the school the mag- 
azine represents or some other 
special group. None of these fac- 
tors work in favor of THE SworpD 
OF THE LorpD. It is an independent 
Christian magazine. Every sub- 
scription must be purchased on its 
own merits by those who love THE 
Sworn. 


Editorial policies of THE SworpD 
naturally limit advertising. We 
cannot take full-page advertise- 
ment of a Hollywood movie like 
“The Ten Commandments,” such 
as appeared recently in some other 
Christian magazines. We cannot 
accept full-page advertisement of 
the Revised Standard Version of 
the Bible such as has appeared 
in some. Besides that, our defense 
of the faith is necessarily counted 
controversial. THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp~ takes upon itself the re- 
proach of Christ. Many adver- 
tisers, of course, would prefer a 
magazine that hurts nobody’s 
feelings, and that pats everybody 
on the back. Besides, THE Sworp 
OF THE LorpD takes a very strong 
doctrinal stand. We feel that we 
should teach Christian doctrine. 
Some of the 22,000 preachers who 
take THE SworD OF THE LORD 
(according to a recent survey) say 
that THE SWORD OF THE LORD is 
worth more to them than a theo- 
logical seminary education. Count- 
less thousands look to THE SworpD 
OF THE LorD to keep them straight 
on doctrinal questions, to keep 
them warned about false cults, 
doctrinal fads, and the inroads of 
modernism. We cannot and will 
not limit the outright editorial 
policy of THE SworD OF THE LORD 
just to get advertising revenue. 


Through the years the editor 
has borne the brunt of support of 
THE SWORD OF THE Lorp. In great 
revival campaigns, through the 
years where God richly blessed, 
the editor never suggested any 
amount of remuneration, but the 
great crowds often gave liberally 
in the love offering. For example, 
in a four-week, city-wide cam- 
paign in Cleveland, Ohio, the com- 
mittee of noble pastors asked me 
if I would take the responsibility 
for the songleader’s salary, the 
hotel bills and meals, etc., which 
I was glad to do. Yet the revival 
campaign was so blessed that the 
great crowd gave a love offering 
(under the leadership of the pas- 
tors) of $5,400. After I paid the 
$1,200 expenses, I had about $400 
for my family’s expenses and 
$4,000 for the Sword of the Lord! 


But the burdens of THE Sworp 
OF THE LorD have become so im- 
portant and so heavy that I can- 
not spend much time in great 
city-wide campaigns. Our family 
lives moderately. My six girls 
have all helped work their way 
through college. We live in a 
frame home, about seventy-five 
years old. Twice, after paying 
for this home, we have mortgaged 
it. I am now paying it out for 
the third time, because the money 
was needed. But there is simply 
no way that this editor can per- 
sonally raise the deficits on the 
Sword of the Lord, nor lay by 
capital stock enough to carry on 
the blessed business of the Sword 
of the Lord Foundation. That 
must be done by friends. 

If our friends will help us pay 
the debts and establish the neces- 
sary working’ capital, THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD can now pay its own 
way. Still we will pay modest 
salaries, far less than they deserve 
and less than they could get in 
secular work, to the Sword staff 
of employees. Still the editor wil] 
live on the freewill offerings of 
God's people, preaching continual- 
ly in as many of the open doors 
as he can find time to enter. 


But this editor is 61 years old. 
We have just received some 23,000 
subscriptions in a recent subscrip- 
tion campaign. Our greatest work, 
we believe, is in the future. But 
the work must be put on a solid 
basis so we can pay up every bill, 
eventually stop interest on loans,

Heretofore the money we have 
raised has generally gone for oth- 
ers. Friends have been good to 
help us in our building fund. With 
that we have paid out most of this 
$50,000 building No. 2, purchased 
in Wheaton. With the building 
fund help we also bought the 
Presbyterian Church property, 
Hale and Seminary Streets, Whea- 
ton, that cost us $66,000. That has 
added to the net worth of the 
Sword of the Lord, but has not 
helped our general fund. 

We have raised many, many 
thousands of dollars for our Free 
Literature Fund, and have used 
it around the world. Actually we 
have used more money on litera- 
ture than we have raised. 

Our friends have helped us give 
missionary subscriptions to thou- 
sands of missionaries, ministers, 
ministerial students, and national 
workers on the mission field. But 
you will understand that these 
subscriptions were all put on, on 
the rock-bottom basis, often less 
than actual cost of the subscrip- 
tion. 

From all these things we have 
gotten no money as a capital in- 
vestment, but we have borrowed 
money and paid interest on it, and 
we continually are behind on 
heavy bills amounting to about 
two months’ expenses. And actual- 
ly we cannot retire any of our 
loans without replacing them with 
other loans until we first pay 
current obligations. F

“CL Pastor's 
Pastor” 


by the Editor

The state took in twenty- 
four and one-half million dollars 
from the flow of liquor in the 
form of taxes but the state paid 
out 280 million dollars to take 
care of the results of the flow 
of that liquor through the ‘state. 


How long would you operate 
a farm, a dairy, a store, or any 
other business that cost $280 to 
take in $24.50? 


The liquor tax budget can’t be 
balanced in terms of dollars. Then 
when we take into consideration 
the cost in the terms of human 
suffering, domestic tragedy, men- 
tal anguish and spiritual damna- 
tion the loss is infinitely greater. 


Evangeline Booth who, with her 
Salvation Army, went around the 
world gathering up the human 
wreckage from ‘streets and gut- 
ters, never spoke truer words than 
when she declared: 

“Drink has drained more blood, hung 
more crepe, sold more homes, plunged 
more people into bankruptcy, armed more 
villains, slain more children, snapped more 
wedding rings, defiled more innocence, 
blinded more eyes, twisted more limbs, 
dethroned more reason, wrecked more man- 
hood, dishonored more womanhood, broken 
more hearts, blasted more lives, driven 
more to suicide, and dug more graves 
than any other poisonous scourge that ever 
swept its death dealing waves across the 
world.”

“Love is the 
yearning or outgoing of soul to- 
ward something that is regarded 
as excellent, beautiful, or desir- 
able; love may be briefly defined 
as strong and absorbing affection 
for and attraction toward a per- 
son or object. Love may denote 
the sublimest and holiest spiritual 
affection, as when we are taught 
that ‘God is love.’”’ Be sure that 
God's love is not mere emotional 
affection. Such definition falls 
far short. 

The dictionary gives as syno- 
nyms for love—affection, attach- 
ment, attraction, charity, devotion, 


feeling; fondness, friendship, lik- 
ing, passion, regard and tender- 
ness. 


Hundreds of quotations might 
be given which seek to explain 
love, but each cne leads you to 
feel that the explanation needs 
an explanation. 

We quote Luther: “Love is An 
image of God, and not a lifeless 
image, but the living essence of 
the Divine nature which beams 
full of all goodness.” 

Dr. John Henry Jowett writes: 
“Love is not feeling, but fealty; 
love is not emotion, but devotion: 
love is not ecstasy but chivalry; 
love is not iuscious sensations but 
faithfulness unto death.” 

Hear Drummond: “Love has 
nine ingredients——courtesy, unself- 
ishness, kindness, generosity, hu- 
mility, good temper, guilelessness, 
patience, sincerity.” 

Harriet Martineaux asks: “Must 
love be ever treated with profane- 
ness aS a mere illusion? or with 
coarseness as a mere impulse? or 
with fear as a mere disease? or 
with shame as a m@re weakness? 


or with levity as a mere accident? 
whereas it is a great mystery and 
a great necessity, lying at the 
foundation of human existence, 


morality and happiness—mys- 
terious, universal, inevitable as 
death.” 


A. H. Strong declares: “By love 
we mean that attribute of the 
Divine nature in virtue of which 
God is eternally moved to self- 
communication.” 


Doran writes in a report of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society: 
“From the island Ambrym, in the 
New Hebrides, we hear a beauti- 
ful word, the native word for love. 
Literally translated it means, “The 
heart keeps calling, calling, call- 
ing for me,’ and love of God in the 


Ambrym language is ‘the heart- 
callings of God.’ ” 
Scripture states that “love is 


fulfilling of the law.” That is not 
a definition of love, however. It 
tells of the obedience of love. 

First Corinthians*13 renders the 
word “love” as “charity.” Three 
hundred years ago when the Au- 
thorized Version was. written, 
charity meant practically what 
our word “love” means today. Our 
present-day use of the word “char- 
ity,” however, does not fulfill the 
word love. Charity may be dealt 
out with coldness and severity and 
contempt. Charity can be organiz- 
ed. We have it organized in Min- 
neapolis. Charity may be adminis- 
tered without much or any heart. 
The love of God cannot be organ- 
ized in such manner. 

How weak the words of men 
when defining love, but how much 
greater the difficulty becomes 
when we join to it the little word 


*so’’—“‘sa loved.” SO is one of 
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article this week concerning the 
Graham Crusade you expressed 
your heart-felt responsibility as 
a pastor’s pastor and of your obli- 
gation to the 22,000 preachers who 
read THE Sworp.

“So Loved” Surpasses 
Illustration 


This is true because all illustra- 
tions of divine love are human jil- 
lustrations. No human love is a 
measuring-stick for divine love. 

The love of mother. This love 
has frequently been spoken of as 
the greatest illustration of divine 
love. We rejoice in such love, and 
could say with Kipling: 


If I were hanged on the hichest 
hill, 

I know whose love would follow 
me still. 

Mother o’mine, O mother o’mine! 


If I were drowned in the deepest 
sea, 

I know whose tears would cone 
down to me 

Mother o’mine, O mother o’mine! 


If I were damned of body and 
soul - 

I know whose prayers would make 
me whole 

Mother o’mine, O mother o’mine. 


Yet God asks the question, 
“Can a woman forget her sucking 
child?” ¢(Isa. 49:15). As we think 
of our mothers we instantly an- 
swer, “No,” but God answers, 
“Yes,” and as we pause to think, 
case after case will come to mind 
Which will verify God’s answer. 
Then God goes on to say, “Yet 
will I not forget thee.”’ No, moth- 
er-love is not a measuring-stick 
for God's love. 


The love .of father. Scripture 
emphasizes this love. It speaks of 
sorrow as when a father mourn- 
eth for his son. Addison said, 
“Certain it is that there is no 
kind of affection so purely an- 
gelic as the love of a father to 
a daughter.” When we read this 
quotation récently, the mind went 
back to an old song that Mother 
used to sing. The song told the 
story of a daughter driven from 
home by the father. This has been 
repeated in true life many and 
many a time. No, father-love is 
not a measuring-stick for God’s 
love. 

The love of lovers. A _ great 
many regard the deepest love as 
that existing between a young 
man and a young woman. Yet 
how often that love burns out. 
George Matheson was a blind poet. 
Before he lost his sight he was 
engaged to a young lady whom he 
loved very dearly. He had trouble 
with his eyes, and his. physician 
finally informed him that it was 
only a matter of a short time un- 
til his sight would be permanently 
gone. He felt it his duty to offer 
his fiancee a release from the en- 
gagement, feeling that because of 
her great love for him she would 
not accept it. His love for her 
was that great. Yet when he told 
her and offered her her freedom, 
she drew her engagement ring 
from her finger and offered it 
back to him saying, “Why, George. 
I couldn’t be tied to a blind man 
the rest of my life.” With earthly 
darkness closing in upon him, and 
with a heart darkened by the loss 
of this human companion, he went 
to his room and there thought of 


a love that was beyond the love 
of any woman. In that hour of 
darkness he poured forth the 
throbs of his heart in these im- 
mortal words: 


O Love that will not let me go, 
I rest my weary soul in Thee; 
I give Thee back the life I owe, 
That in Thine ocean depths its 
flow 
May richer, fuller be. 


No, lovers’ love is not a mea- 
suring-stick for God's love. His 
love surpasses all human love, 


“So Loved” Transcends 


Emotion 
Some theologians speak of dif- 
ferent kinds of love. Others 


speak of different phases or forms 
of love. Others, such as Kerfoot, 
at one time Professor of System- 
atic Theology at the Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, 
taught that love was a principle 
of willing self-impartation which 
expressed itself in natural emo- 
tions. These emotions vary accord- 
ing to the object upon which love 
exercises itself. We mention a 
few of these emotions to show 
that God’s love far transcends 
them. 


Affection. This is love that ex- 
ists between intimates, but it can- 
not be used in John 3:16, for there 
is no intimacy between God and 
sinners. God does not fellowship 
with sinners. Some might mis- 
takenly object to this statement, 
referring to the love that existed 
between the father and the prodi- 
gal son, but please remember that 
that “son” was a son. He bore a 
relationship to the father. That 
is not true of the sinner. A sin- 
ner is the creature of God but 
not the child of God. “Ye are of 
your father, the devil,” said our 
Lord. God has affection for His 
own, but “so loved” far transcends 
affection. 

Approval or approbation. “God 
saw that it was good” is what we 
mean by this. This is an emotion 
in relation to any attitude or act 
of God’s children who earnestly 
and sincerely try to please Him, 
but certainly nothing a sinner can 
do ever can be pleasing to God. 
We are sure that God was well 
pleased with the efforts of Paul 
the apostle, but just as certain 
that there was no approval for 
anything done by Saul of Tarsus. 
God has approval for His own, 
but “so loved” far transcends ap- 
proval. 


Complacency. This is deeper 
than approval. It has to do with 
merit and virtue. This emotion is 
illustrated in the words of the 
Father, ‘““This is my beloved Son.” 
The Father was deeply pleased 
with the Son. However, there is 
no merit in the sinner to call 
forth this love of God. God does 
have complacency for His own, 
but “so loved” far transcends com- 
placency. 


Gratitude. This emotion springs 
from good deeds. Such an emotion 
may be yours for some one who 
has been helpful to you. But what 
good deed has any sinner ever 
done to call forth this emotion 
from God? God would feel so to- 
ward His own for their efforts 
in His behalf no matter how fee- 
ble those efforts might be, even 
as a parent may be pleased with 
the puny efforts of a child, but 
“so loved” far transcends grati- 
tude. 


Esteem. This emotion has to do 
with estimable qualities. Bucking- 
ham wrote, “All .true love is 
grounded on esteem.” This may be 
true of human love, but what in 
the sinner could call forth the es- 
teem of God? He has _ written, 
“There is none good, no not one.” 
God does highly esteem His own, 
but “so loved” far transcends es- 
teem. 


“So Loved” Defies 
Comprehension 


The mind of man will never be 
able to comprehend the love of 
God. 

His lowe is spontaneous, sov- 
ereign, uncaused, wninfluenced. 
There was nothing in us to call it 
out. There was nothing in us to 
attract it. What is there in me 
to attract the heart of God? Ab- 
solutely nothing. Everything about 
me should make Him loathe me— 
a poor, sinful, depraved, disgrace- 


ful, corrupt human being with no- 


good thing in me. The old saint 
was right about all of us when

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bout what you pay for a suit of 
clothes. He has a will about how 
you spend your money. The God 
on the throne of this universe has 
a will about everything. He takes 
an interest in little things as well 
as big things. 

You know, God Almighty has a 
will about a flower. Years ago I 
took a little walk while the dew 
was still on the flowers. I pushed 
away a cluster of bushes and saw 
a little wild flower blooming. I 
love wild flowers. I never had 
much respect for a hot house 
plant. They have to bloom. I like 
a little wild flower which blooms 
out yonder and never expects to 
be seen by anybody—just blooms 
for the glory of God. This par- 
ticular morning I found the wild 
flower was perfumed with the 
kiss of morning. I stood there, 
looked at it, talked to it. 

I said, “Little flower, did you 
get lonely last night?” 

The little flower answered 
back, “I never get lonely. God 
keeps all the stars in the sky 
awake to watch over me when I 
sleep.”

You are so comfortable. You al- 
most worship it now.

All some folks want to go to 
Heaven for is to sit down. I can’t 
think of anything more miserable 
than have to sit down forever. 
I don’t mind standing up or go- 
ing to bed, but this halfway busi- 
ness never did appeal to me—just 
to sit.

Doing nothing all day long, just 
sitting still.

comprehension. None of us under- 
stand the meaning of what we 
have just written.

We teach our children to sing, 


“Wide, wide as the ocean,” but 


the ocean is bounded by shores. 
God's love is boundless, shoreless. 
What a poor finite illustration! It 
is comparable to the answer of 
the babe when mother asks, “How 
much do you love me?” and baby 
says, “So-0-o much!” stretching 
wide the tiny arms. So much— 
from tiny pink finger tip to tiny 
pink finger tip.

“So” is the equation between the 
loving and the giving. 

Of human love our Lord said, 
“Greater love hath no man. than 
this, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends” (John 15:13). But 
“God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son” for 
His bitterest enemies. 

A woman said, when fold of 
God’s love gift, “I can’t under- 
stand such love.

Oh, I have had them 
say to me as I have held evangel- 
istic meetings nearly sixty years, 
“IT just couldn’t go to Hell with 
the mother I had. I could hear 
her praying. I couldn’t go to Hell 
because I had such a good Chris- 
tian daddy. I just couldn’t go to 
Hell.” I have had them tell me, 
“T tried to go to Hell. But I 
couldn't.” 

I remember one time I was up 
in New Jersey conducting a meet- 
ing and there was a sun deck over 
a place out between me and the 
room downstairs. And I.saw some 
young folks sitting there. Some 
of them were drinking wine. A 
girl there said, “I can’t drink 
it. I can’t do it. I couldn’t stand 
it. I have a Christian mother. I 
can't do those things. I can't, 
I can’t!” And she didn’t. 


Henry Grady’s Mother 


Did you know, about the hard- 
est job a fellow ever had was to 
go to Hell with a mother’s prayers 
pulling him back, a mother’s life 
pulling him back. Put up the bat- 
tlements! 


I remember a stofy, an old story 
of Henry Grady, editor of the 
Atlanta Constitution. One day he 
went in the office and he said, 
“Boys, I have lost my religion. 
I've been down here in Atlanta 
in all this newspaper. business 
and politics, and I’ve lost my re- 
ligion. I have to go back home 


to my mother and let her pray for 


me. Take care of everything while 
I am gone, and I will be back in 
a day or two.” 

He got on a train and went up 
to his North Georgia home. His 
old mother met him. He looked 


a little sad and depressed, and aft- 
er awhile she said, “I am going to 
fix you some supper, Son.” She 
went in there and I think I know 
what she fixed him. I just know 
what my mother would fix me. 
I imagine she baked him some of 
those old-time buttermilk and 
soda biscuits. I don’t mean these 
baking-powder, dollar-size. I mean 
those old-time country biscuits 
buttermilk and soda. (The sweet- 
est aroma that ever entered the 
human nostril is the odor of one 
of those biscuits when you open 
it.) She got the stuff all’ ready, 
fried some country ham, made 
him some brindle gravy. (That is 
about a lost art, too.). 

After while she said, “Come to 
supper, Son. He went in and 
sat down, took one of those bis- 
cuits, lifted the lid, dipped up 
some of the brindle gravy and 
poured it in there, and settled it 
down, waited a second, made a 
pass. That was a half moon. The 
second lick was a total eclipse. 
After she got him filled up, he 
went out and sat on the porch. 
She went out and sat by him. 

“Now, Mother .... I just can’t 
understand.” She knew what was 
the matter. She asked him how 


he was getting along. 
“Pretty well,” he said. 


She told him about his boyhood 
days and the country church, how 
she used to teach him verses from 
the Bible. After while she said, 
“Now, Son, you go on up stairs 
and go to bed. I'll come up and 
tuck you in after awhile.” 

This great big wonderful man 
went upstairs and got in bed. 
After awhile the old mother came 


up the steps, went in there and 
tucked him in like she used to 
when he was a boy. Then she 


moved the chair up near the lamp 
and got the Bible and said, “I 
am going to read you something 
out of the Bible.” She read him 
some verses. I don’t know waat 
she read. Maybe, “‘Let the wicked 
forsake his way, and the unright- 
eous man his thoughts: and let 
him return unto the Lord, and he 
will have mercy upon him; and 
to our God, for he will abundant- 
ly pardon.” I don’t know. Maybe it 
was the story of the prodigal son.

I got to 
see you and I got the peace of 
God in my heart. You know, 
Mother, I have to go up to New 
England right away to make a 
speech to help unite the North 
and South. I want to tell you what 
it has meant to me to see you, 


and your prayers—I know they 
will follow me. I will try to stay 
close to God. Good-by, Mother.” 

He went away and went up. to 
New England, made a famous 
address, a little bit later tovuk 
pneumonia, and died. 

Say, I wonder if your children 
will come back to you when 
they want to find God? What 


kind of a mother are you? What 
kind of a father are you? I want 
you to go home tonight and if 
you have not been having a fam- 
ily altar, I want you to go back 
and start it tonight. 


In the first place, I want every 
man in this house tonight, every 
married man, to stand right where 
you are just a minute. Come on, 
men. Stand just a minute. I want 
to know how many of you~ men 
make it a rule in your home— 
now you may be away sometime— 
but it is your rule when you are 
at home to have family prayer at 
least once a day? Hold your 
hands. Thank you. This might be 
the most victorious night. I al- 
ways think of my father coming 
home when I was a little boy that 
memorable night. I will never 
get over it. Life began for me that 
night. I began to pray to be a 
Christian. How many of you men 
will say, “Bob Jones, I haven't 
been doing that. But, God helping 
me, I am going to do it. I will 
make it a rule in my home un- 
less providentially hindered 
something may come up sometime, 
Ll may be away—but I am going 
to make it a rule in my home to 
read my Bible and have prayer at 
least once a day”? Hold your 
hands, you men who are going to 
do it. Now take them down. Any- 
body else who wants to get in 
on this may put your. hands up 
now, For this size crowd, that is 
one of the largest numbers I have 


seen respond. Keep standing. Now 
women, if your husband is stand- 
ing, will you stand with him? 
How many of you women saw 
your husband hold up his hand? 
All right. How many of you wom- 
en who saw your husband hold up 
his hand will say, “When he is 
away I will read the Bible and 
pray’? Put your hand up. God 
bless you. How many of you 
women saw your husband did not 
hold up his hand tonight. You say, 
“Well, my husband won't do it. 
It’s his business; he’s the head of 
the family. He ought to do it; I 
will try to get him to do it, but 
if he won't do it, I will do the 
best I can to read the Bible and 
have prayer with my children’? 
Put your hand up if you will. God 
bless you.
